The purpose of this project is for construction spot improvements along the US 31W Corridor 
which has been identified as the district safety corridor due to the accident rate along the 
corridor. In association with that designation the MPO initiated an access management study to 
make recommendations along the corridor to reduce the accident rate. Among the 
recommendations was to consolidate median openings along the corridor and provide 
consolidated left turn and U-turn opportunities. The purpose of the project is to implement these 
recommendations, while recognizing the developed nature of the corridor.

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V. SCOPE OF WORK 
 

The selected consultant is required to provide engineering services to perform Phase II Final 
Roadway Design to implement an access management plan along US 31W between US 31W 
Bypass in Elizabethtown and Wilson Road Overpass in Radcliff. Phase II Design includes, at a 
minimum, preparation of drainage design, right-of-way plans, construction plans, traffic control 
plans, striping plans, signing plans, and final cost estimates. Traffic Studies will be conducted to 
ensure appropriate sizing of U-turn/Left Turn lanes.
